ST.  PIERRE  ET  MIQUELON 

Frequented  since  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century  by 
fishermen  from  Granville,  Saint-Malo,  Bayonne  and  Saint- 
Jean-de-Luz,  the  archipelago  of  St,  Pierre  and  Miquelon, 
where  in  1535  Jacques  Cartier  found  “several  ships  from 
France  and  from  Brittany",  is  the  oldest  of  the  French 
overseas  settlements.  Situated  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  about 
12  miles  from  the  south  coast  of  Newfoundland,  the  terri- 
tory comprises  three  principal  islands;  St.  Pierre,  Langlade 
and  Miqnelon,  the  two  last-named  linked  by  a low-lying, 
sandy  isthmus. 

Though  2,000  miles  of  the  Atlantic  separate  them  from 
the  Motherland,  the  Islands’  5,500  inhabitants,  from  fami- 
lies in  the  Basque  Country,  Brittany,  and  Normandy,  have 
^maintained  the  traditions  of  these  old  French  provinces. 
In  strange  and  picturesque  contrasts,  their  ancient  poetry 
mingles  with  startling  Paris  fashion  novelties  and  the  latest 
gadgets  from  the  New  World,  Almost  the  whole  of  the 
population  of  the  Islands  is  concentrated  at  the  capital. 
Saint  Pierre  (5,000  inhabitants),  where  wooden  houses, 
and  narrow,  inclined  streets,  remind  us  of  an  old  French 
port. 

Visitors  are  impressed  by  the  Islands’  typically  French 
atmosphere.  The  French  language  has  been  preserved 
integrally.  There  are  plenty  of  shops  selling  the  best 
French  products:  novelties  and  fancy  goods  from  Paris, 
well-known  perfumes,  liqueurs  ...  In  the  little  hotels, 
restaurants  and  “pensions”  of  Saint  Pierre,  excellent 
French  wines  accompany  the  well-prepared  meals.

Purpose  of  the  School 

To  develop  the  student’s  ability  to  speak  French  and 
widen  his  experience  of  French  life  and  culture  through 
the  daily,  natural  use  of  the  language.  Saint  Pierre  offers 
an  exceptional  opportunity  for  the  student  to  put  into 
immediate  practice  what  he  has  just  learned  in  the  class- 
room. In  this  sense  French  becomes  truly  a living 
language. 

Location  of  the  School 

Classes  are  held  each  morning  of  the  week,  except 
Saturdays  and  Sundays,  in  Le  College  St.  Christophe  on 
the  Island  of  St.  Pierre. 

DIVISION  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

All  lectures,  discussions  etc.,  are  conducted  entirely 
in  French.  The  use  of  English  is  strictly  forbidden,  and 
students  registering  at  the  Saint  Pierre  Summer  School 
must  comply  with  this  rule. 

A,  Beginner’s  Oral.French  (nonrCiedil) 

2 sessions  — 4 weeks. 

This  section  is  designed  for  students  who  have  little 
or  no  previous  ability  in  speaking  the  language.  It  is  an 
intensive  approach  aimed  at  providing  the  student  with  the 
minimum  vocabulary  and  syntax  necessary  for  the  prac- 
tical everyday  use  of  the  language. 

The  method  used  is  “EN  FRANCE  COMME  SI 
VOUS  Y ETIEZ”.  Produced  by  Hachette  of  Paris  in 
collaboration  with  Group  Four  Productions  of  Toronto, 
it  is  the  first  truly  objective  solution  to  the  problem  of 
teaching  a language.  Its  principal  aim  is  to  reduce  the 
gap  which  so  often  lies  between  theory  and  practice  by 
exploiting  the  resources  offered  by  film,  record,  and  the 
written  word.  Each  of  the  twenty-six  chapters  of  the  text 
is  illustrated  by  a one-half  hour  film  which  provides  the 
student  with  a vividly  dramatic  visual  and  oral  experience 


of  the  material  presented  in  each  lesson.  Forty  long  play- 
ing records  perfectly  coordinated  with  film  and  text,  allow 
the  student  unlimited  opportunity  for  personal  review  and 
drill.  Records  and  phonographs  are  available  to  students 
working  in  very  small  groups.  To  this  three  dimensional 
character  of  EN  FRANCE,  the  Saint  Pierre  School  adds  a 
fourth  dimension:  using  immediately  in  real  life  what  has 
been  learnt  in  the  classroom.  Each  morning  after  viewing 
the  film  of  the  day,  small  groups  of  students  under  the 
guidance  of  French  instructors  master  thoroughly  the  con- 
tents of  each  lesson.  Further  practice,  with  the  use  of  the 
records,  is  also  provided  during  specially  supervised  ses- 
sions. 

As  the  student  steps  out  of  the  classroom  into  the 
streets  of  Saint  Pierre  on  his  way  to  a cafe  or  to  his 
“pension”,  the  words  and  sentences  he  has  just  learnt 
come  naturally  to  his  lips  as  he  becomes  absorbed  into  life 
of  the  French  town. 

This  particular  course,  concentrated  within  a period 
of  four  weeks,- is  particularly  suitable  for  businessmen, 
teachers  and  students  who  wish  to  gain  rapidly  a sound 
basic  and  practical  knowledge  of  everyday  French. 

B.  Advanced  Oral  French  — 4 weeks  (non-credit) 

These  courses  are  offered  to  any  student  who  already 

possesses  a sound  knowledge  of  French,  but  who  wishes  to 
become  more  fluent  in  the  use  of  the  language.  Intensive 
oral  work  is  provided  in  small  groups  under  the  direction 
of  competent  instructors. 

In  addition,  students  in  this  course  will  be  encour- 
aged to  participate  directly  in  the  presentation  of  the 
“Folies  Saint-Pierraises”  (see  below).  Two  lecture  series 
will  be  available  to  students  in  this  course:  (1)  a dis- 
cussion of  representative  works  of  contemporary  French 
fiction;  (2)  an  illustrated  series  on  the  history  of  the  visual 
arts  in  France. 

C.  University  Credit  — 6 weeks

This  sum  is  intended  to  cover  part  of  living  expenses  at 
Saint  Pierre  for  the  6 week  course  only  and  does  not  in- 
clude cost  of  travel  or  tuition.  These  Bursaries  are  offered 
by  Le  Conseil  Municipal,  Le  Conseil  General,  Le  Syndicat 
d’Initiative  de  Saint  Pierre  and  S.I.T.O.  (Societe  Immo- 
biliere  Touristique  Outre-Mer),  Paris,  France.  These  Bur- 
saries are  for  Canadian  students  only. 

Students  will  be  chosen  on  the  basis  of  their  academic 
excellence  and  on  the  recommendation  of  their  Principal 
or  Registrar.  Application  forms  are  available  at  the  Divi- 
sion of  University  Extension,  University  of  Toronto,  84 
Queen’s  Park,  Toronto  5,  Ontario.  Applications  for  the 
bursaries  must  be  submitted  before  June  1 . 

Accommodation: 

Students  will  live  in  small  boarding-houses  and  when- 
ever possible  with  individual  families.  The  cost  per  week 
for  board  (3  meals)  and  lodging  is  $38.50.  Meals  served 
in  Saint  Pierre  homes  are  on  the  average  copious  and  in 
the  best  tradition  of  French  culinary  art. 

Travel  to  Saint  Pierre: 

Saint  Pierre  is  reached  in  one  hour  by  plane  from 
Sydney,  Nova  Scotia  (see  map).  Full  travel  information 
will  be  sent  to  students.

Folly  indeed!  Something  like  carrying  coals  to  New- 
castle. Imagine  a troupe  of  English-speaking  actors  going 
to  France  to  present  in  the  original  French,  Offenbach’s 
La  Vie  Parisienne,  and  you  will  have  some  idea  of  what 
we  mean.  The  actors  of  course  are  not  in  this  case  pro- 
fessionals and  the  French  Islands  of  Saint  Pierre  et  Mique- 
lon, located  12  miles  south-west  of  Burin  Peninsula  in 
Newfoundland,  are  not  strictly  speaking  metropolitan 
France,  but  the  analogy  is  fitting  enough. 

For  the  last  four  years,  students  at  the  University  of 
Toronto’s  French  Summer  School  in  Saint  Pierre  have 
wound  up  their  season’s  activities  by  presenting  to  the 
Islanders  “Folies  Saint-Pierraises”,  a musical  and  dramatic 
extravaganza  the  like  of  which  has  never  been  seen  or 
heard  of  in  the  annals  of  the  theatre.  In  a way,  it  is  a 
gesture  of  appreciation  for  the  kindly  hospitality  which 
the  students  have  enjoyed  during  their  stay  with  local 
families.  The  Saint-Pierrais  rarely  have  a ohance  to  see- 
live  stage  performances,  and  they  respond  enthusiastically 
to  the  invitation.  For  those  in  charge  of  the  School,  it  is 
one  more  opportunity  among  so  many  of  encouraging 
the  student  to  use  the  French  language. 

The  Folies  is  indeed  in  every  sense  of  the  word  an 
original  student  production.  From  the  day  the  students 
arrive  at  Saint  Pierre  they  are  encouraged  to  write  mono- 
logues and  short  skits  in  French.  These  usually  turn  out 
to  be  gentle  satire  of  some  of  the  local  customs  and  per- 
sonalities. Someone  in  the  group  with  dancing  ability  is 
appointed  choreographer.  His  task  is  to  work  out  some 
routines  and  train  a chorus  line.  A budding  lyricist  sets  to 
work  adapting  new  and  fitting  words  to  popular  French 
hit  tunes.  And  in  a group  of  up  to  a hundred  students 
there  is  always  some  unusual  talent,  acrobatic,  musical  or 
dramatic.  No  tight-rope  dancer  has  come  up  as  yet,  but  a 
very  convincing  magician  and  a mind  reader  were  stars  of 
last  year’s  production.  For  those  who  have  no  particular 
dramatic  or  musical  talent,  there  are  always  of  course  the 
indispensable  backstage  duties  connected  with  any  theatri- 
cal performance,  such  as  costumes,  scenery  and  publicity. 

All  these  activities  involve  the  student  closely  in  one 
way  or  another  with  the  local  population  whose  French  is 
comparable  in  excellence  to  that  spoken  ~tn  metropolitan 
France.  Since  the  use  of  English  is  strictly  taboo  among 
the  students  the  benefits  which  can  be  derived  from  such 
repeated  contacts  are  tremendous.  Supplies  for  the  show 
have  to  be  purchased  at  various  stores  for  the  making  of 
costumes  and  sets.  Posters  and  tickets  have  to  be  obtained. 
This  responsibility  takes  some  of  the  students  to  the  local 
printing  shop  and  to  Radio-Saint  Pierre  for  interviews. 

Once  the  skits  requested  have  been  submitted,  they 
are  checked  and  corrected  by  members  of  the  School’s 
staff  and  hurriedly  mimeographed  for  rehearsals.  Time  is 
now  the  important  factor  since  the  average  student  stays 
only  a month  at  Saint  Pierre.  In  fact  the  actual  prepara- 
tion for  the  Folies  must  be  carried  out  in  less  than  three 
weeks  of  intensive  and  feverish  rehearsals  during  which  a 
student  will  go  over  and  over  his  part  until  he  knows  it  by

heart  and  his  pronunciation  is  satisfactory.  Rehearsals  at 
first  take  place  in  le  College  Saint  Christopbe,  a modem 
and  attractive  building  in  which  the  School  also  holds  its 
morning  classes.  It  is  amazing  how  much  work  these 
young  people  from  all  provinces  of  Canada  and  from  the 
United  States  are  willing  to  put  into  this  short-lived  drama- 
tic venture.  During  the  final  week  rehearsals  are  held  in 
the  small  theatre  of  Les  Oeuvres  de  Mer,  a former  recrea- 
tional centre  for  sailors  and  one  of  the  oldest  buildings  on 
the  Island,  going  back  almost  a century.  This  theatre,  with 
a capacity  of  300  seats,  is  in  fact  a relic  of  the  past  with 
its  elaborately  painted  roll-down  curtain,  its  row  of  foot- 
lights and  its  prompter’s  box  located  centre  front  stage. 
Ingenuity  has  to  be  displayed  quite  often  to  adapt  this 
small  acting  area  to  the  requirements  of  a musical  variety 
show.  As  is  the  case  with  most  productions  of  this  kind 
the  final  formula  is  reached  in  the  last  frantic  minutes  of 
the  dress  rehearsal  when  somehow  or  other  all  the  num- 
bers seem  to  fit  into  place  and  a suitable  finale  has  sudden- 
ly been  contrived  in  a flash  of  intuition. 

During  the  next  three  nights  the  Theatre  des  Oeuvres 
de  Mer  is  packed  to  capacity  and  at  least  1000  of  the  5000 
inhabitants  of  the  Island  have  a chance  to  see  the  show. 
Opening  night  is  attended  by  an  official  party  including  the 
Governor  of  the  Island,  the  Bishop,  the  Mayor,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  local  administration,  many  of  whom  have  been 
sent  to  Saint  Pierre  from  France.  Occasionally  a group  of 
Sisters  from  the  local  convent  of  the  Order  of  Cluny  at- 
tend. Once  these  personalities  are  seated,  the  orchestra, 
made  up  of  a piano,  an  accordion,  and  a set  of  traps, 
strikes  up  the  overture  and  the  show  is  on,  a fast  moving 
two-hour  review  of  completely  original  skits,  songs  and 
dances,  offering  such  show-stoppers  as  “The  Second  Ar- 
rival of  Jacques  Cartier  at  Saint  Pierre”  (he  visited  the 
Island  only  once),  “The  Lighthouse  Keeper’s  Daughter”, 
and  “A  Lesson  in  French  Cuisine”.  The  audience  is  most 
responsive,  laughs  heartily  and  to  the  amazement  of  the 
students  often  in  places  where  no  humour  was  intended. 
In  such  cases  it  is  strongly  suspected  that  occasional  slips 
in  pronunciation  and  the  somewhat  peculiar  accents  of 
the  cast  account  for  much  of  the  unexpected  hilarity. 


Of  all  the  extracurricular  activities  offered  to  the  stu- 
dent at  Saint  Pierre,  participation  in  the  Folies  is  the  most 
popular  and  most  profitable.  It  is  an  unforgettable  ex- 
perience and  a most  unusual  one.  After  all,  how  many 
English-speaking  Canadian  students  can  boast  of  having 
performed  in  French  before  a French  audience  and  on 
French  soil? 

Opportunities  for  Recreation  and  Culture 

The  Islands  offer  the  visitor  a wonderful  opportunity 
for  a completely  relaxing  holiday,  combining  all  the  attrac- 
tions of  French  provincial  life  with  the  essential  amenities 
of  modern  living.

— Saint  Pierre  Tennis  Club  (Bring  racquets) 

— Regular  dances  at  I’Hotel  Joinville,  Salle  des  Fetes, 
Le  Select,  I’Etoile.

— In  addition  to  the  above  attractions  the  Government 
of  St.  Pierre  et  Miquelon  in  collaboration  with 
S.I.T.O.  (Soci6t6  Immobiliere  Touristique  Outre- 
mer),  organizes  each  summer  a programme  of  cul- 
tural events  including: 

— A Film  Festival  of  the  best  French  movies  of  the 
past.
